Three Marin Gen eral Ho sp ital 
do cto rs hav e been credited with 
sav in g the life o f a 2-y ear-o ld 
Lo s An geles girl last week en d 
by u sin g a treatmen t n ev er re­ 
p o rted u sed o n a child in the 
Bay Area befo re. 
Christy Simo n s, gran ddau ghter 
o f Marjo rie Sin k a o f 421 Mario n 
Av enue, Mill Valley , was tak en 
to the ho sp ital Friday n ight with 
a heart beat o f 280 p er min u te. 
No rmal beat in a child o f that 
age is 120 p er min u te. 
Two p ediatrician s, Dr. C. R. 
Lein in ger an d Dr. Pau l A. Stein - 
man , rep o rtedly tried to redu ce 
her heart beat with sedatio n , 
rest an d o ther “simp le m eas-! 
u res” u n til early Satu rday , bu t 
the girl did n o t resp o n d. 
The girl, who has a histo ry o f 
heart ailmen t, was tran sferred 
to the ho sp ital’s heart u n it an d 
the do cto rs called in Dr. Gerso n 
Jaco bs, a heart sp ecialist. 
Emp lo y in g a treatmen t u su al­ 
ly giv en o n ly to adu lts, the do c­ 
to rs then r e du c e d Christy ’s 
heartbeat to n o rmal. The girl 
reco v ered so well that she flew 
with her mo ther, Bo n n ie Simo n s, 
to Lo s An geles y esterday . 
The treatmen t, as described 
by Dr. J a c o b s , co n sisted o f 
sho o tin g a direct cu rren t o f 2.000 
v o lts o f electricity thro u gh her 
heart, ju st as it co n tracted, fo r 
less than o n e-tho u san dth o t a 
seco n d. T he v o ltage was re­ 
p eated three times. 
Dr. Jaco bs said the treatmen t 
is n o t u n co mmo n with 
a du l t 
heart p atien ts, “Bu t it has n ev er 
been do n e in the Bay Area with 
aj child, so far as I k n o w. Chil­ 
dren do n ’t u su ally get t he s e 
p ro blems.” 
Dr. Jaco bs said the treatmen t 
Is k n o wn as ‘'sy n chro n ized dir­ 
ect cu rren t electric sho ck treat­ 


men t.’’ He said the girl's mo ther 
in fo rmed him do cto rs in Lo s 
An geles had ap p lied the same 
treatmen t to her dau ghter in the 
p ast. 
Dr. Jaco bs r e p o r t e d that, 
tho u gh the treatmen t is rarely 
u sed o n a child, “This is o n e o f

Britons Leam 
Of Tax Boosts 
In New Budget 


LONDON (AP) - The Labor 
gov ernment announced today a 
tax increase on corporations 
and said a surcharge on im­ 
ports imposed in 1964 will be 
lifted in Nov ember on all goods 
but foodstuffs. 


The nation was spared a hike 
in income tax es, already among 
the highest in the world, and 
increases in imports on such 
items as beer, tobacco and hard 
liquor. 
Fearing increases on 
these, Britons had flocked to 
liquor stores and tobacco shops 
to stock up. 


A 15 per cent surcharge on 
imports was imposed in Nov em­ 
ber, 1964 and decreased to 10 per 
cdfttTn April. 19T& The measure 
was aimed at strengthening the 
British pound sterling. 


The tax on corporations now 
goes from 35 per cent to 4 0 per 
cent.

the six -acre ro ck in Alaskan 
waters where she fo rmerly 
made her ho me. 
Mrs. Trueman Co o k is the 
wife o f the last lig htho use 
keeper o n the Pacific Co ast. 
And her ho me is at Po int Blunt 
o n the so uthernmo st tip o f An­ 
g el Island. Mo st o f Ang el Is­ 
land is in Tiburo n but Pt. 
Blunt is just o utside the bo rder 
and 
is 
technically 
in 
San 
Francisco . Her husband has 
spent 3 2 y ears as a keeper in 
the lig htho use serv ice. 
As the civ ilian k e e p e r s 
reach retirement ag e, 
U.S. 
Co ast Guard perso nnel take 
o v er their functio ns which hav e 
been co nsiderably chang ed in 
recent y ears due to auto ma­ 
tio n. Mr. Co o k wo rks at the 


lo w, square watch ro o m hig h 
ato p Pt. Blunt, where he also 
superv ises the unmanned lig ht­ 
ho uses at So uthampto n Sho al 
and Po int Stuart and maintains 
a v isibility watch o n the so uth­ 
east lig htho use o n Alcatraz, 
and it keeps him to o busy to be 
co ncerned with the fact that he 
is amo ng the last o f a v anish­ 
ing breed. 
“ There are pressures fo r Mr. 
Co o k, but no t fo r me,” say s 
his wife. 


The Pt. Blunt lig ht statio n is 
staffed by men fro m the U.S. 
Co ast Guard base at Yerba 
Buena Island. A 20 -minute ride 
o n Co ast Guard launch takes 
the Co o ks to Yerba Buena, and 
they also can driv e a truck 
acro ss Ang el Island to take 
the state park ferry at Ho spital 
Co v e. 


“ MY LIFE IS FAR less iso ­ 
lated here than at o ther sta­ 
tio ns,” say s Mrs. Co o k. “ There 
are 11 families no w liv ing at 
the state park.” And she can 
g et to Tiburo n by the ferry 
and o ccasio nally g o es to San 
Francisco . She seemed espe­ 
cially pleased to hav e v isito rs 
the day o f o ur interv iew. Pt. 
Blunt lig ht statio n is no t o pen 


to the public. Any perso nal 
co mpany 
which 
the 
Co o ks 
mig ht hav e there is rather 
hard to arrang e, since they are 
dependent fo r transpo rtatio n 
upo n the U.S. Co ast Gnard 
launch and its schedule, g eared 
to shift chang es fo r the lig ht­ 
ho use crew. 
The co uple came to Ang el 
Island in Aug ust, 19 62, after 
o ther po sts in the 12th Co ast 
Guard District and a lo ng stay 
o n Sentinel Ro ck, 4 2 miles 
fro m Juneau, Alaska. “ It mig ht 
as well hav e been 4 ,20 0 miles,” 
say s the pleasant g ray -haired 
wo man. 
During their y ears o n Senti­ 
nel Island, supplies and mail 
came o nce a mo nth. They o r­ 
dered their clo thes by mail 
fro m a Seattle sto re and liv ed 
o ff the land as much as po ssi­ 
ble. Mr. Co o k fished fo r sal­ 
mo n. They had crab and clams 
and delicio us wild berries, she 
said. Ev en their Labrado r do g 
ate salmo n, which Mrs. Co o k 
canned in the seaso n when it 
was plentiful. During the sho rt 
g ro wing seaso n they had flo w­ 
er and v eg etable g ardens. The 
lady o f the lig htho use said she 
learned to make bread, al­ 
tho ug h her first attempts were 
disappo inting , “ and we had 
so me v ery well-fed seag ulls” 
who ate the remains. 
The Co o ks hav e two so ns and 
a daug hter, all g ro wn, and fiv e 
g randchildren. Mrs. Co o k used 
the Calv ert ho me study metho d 
to teach her daug hter, who did 
no t attend a fo rmal scho o l un­ 
til their return to Califo rnia. 
“ My daug hter was a g o o d 
student and in spite o f the 
limited o ppo rtunities, she was 
o n the natio nal ho no r ro ll in 
hig h scho o l,” Mrs. Co o k said, 
her ey es shining with pride.

Pt. Blunt by the Co ast Gnard 
in 19 60 is a so urce o f special 
pleasure to Mrs. Co o k.

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' Mo t h er o f u s a l l 
Music Views Told 


By Virgil Thompson 


By MAYBELLE SPECKMANN 


Composer-critic Virgil Thom­ 
son had many interesting things 
to say about music but not much 
about his own style of writing in 
a press conference yesterday 
afternoon at the Sheraton-Palace 
Hotel in San Francsico. 
Denying the influence of other 
composers on his style, he said, 
“ I don’t have a style.” 
The near 70-year-old celebrity 
is in the Bay Area in connection 
with the northern California 
premiere of his opera, ‘‘The 
Mother of Us All,” with libretto 
by Gertrude Stein. It is to be 
presented Sunday at 8 p.m. in 
Angelico Hall as the final pro­ 
gram of the season of the Marin 
Symphony Orchestra, assisted 
by the College of Marin Opera 
Workshop. 
“ The Mother of Us All,” he 
explained, grew out of his desire 
to write an opera about Ameri­ 
can politics, preferably in the 
19th Century when ‘‘cities were 
like villages and village people 
were all mixed up with cele­ 
brities.” 
‘‘It was Gertrude Stein,” he 
said, ‘‘who decided it should be 
a feminist opera.” She also de­ 
cided it would center around 
the career of Susan B. Anthony 
and the winning of political 
rights for women, and she chose 
the other historical characters 
in the opera, who include Daniel 
Webster, John Quincy Adams, 
Ulysses S. Grant, and Lillian 
Russell. 
Asked about his reputation for 
preferring the simplest possible 
techniques, he said he always 
does that wherever it is suitable, 
as it is in this opera where both 
words and music are plain and 
straightforward. 
In a lecture last night at 
Temple Rodef Sholom in Santa 
Venetia, he explained further 
that the music is basically 19th 
Century grassroots music built 
around hymns, ditties, senti­ 
mental romances and military 
marches. 
“ Characterization is the es­ 
sence of opera,” declared Thom­ 
son. 
Re g a r d i n g contemporary 
music, he commented, “ Some 
of the repertory is pretty hard 


to take, but it possibly communi­ 
cates on some level.” 
Of special interest, since the 
College of Marin Opera Work­ 
shop is assisting in the produc­ 
tion of the opera, was his ap­ 
praisal of college worskshops in 
comparison with the small opera 
houses of Europe. 
“ They do some of the same 
kind of thing in bringing opera 
to small towns and cities and 
offering opportunities for train­ 
ing. I’m all for the big opera 
workshop m o v e m e n t,” he 
stressed.” But it is very differ­ 
ent from what is done in the 
small opera houses of Europe, 
and it is completely unknown 
there.” 
Thomson thinks the writing of 
opera under commisison is “ a 
little bit under the domination of 
the Ford Foundation, particul­ 
arly in literary subject matter. 
Their tendency has been toward 
social content prose, something 
on the Arthur Miller side. Unless 
opera is the poetic theater, there 
is no future for it.” 
He maintained that the most 
perspicacious composers do not 
get involved in this kind of 
thing. 


Thomson’s next opera, com- 
misisoned by the Metropolitcan 
Opera and the Kousevitzsky 
Foundation for performance in 
about 1968-69, is about Lord 
Byron.

2. Approved a recommenda­ 
tion by the design review com­ 
mittee that Belvedere Land Co. 
be allowed to construct a one- 
story office building on Beach 
Road next to the Post Office, 
which will house branches of the 
Marin County Library and the 
Novato Savings and Loan Assn.

Stev e was a big stro ng bo y , 
an athlete and an all-A stu d ent.

Then he grad u ated and entered 
a training pro gram with a big 
manu factu ring firm.

Sto o ped , he stru ggled thro u gh 
the d ay . At ho me, it go t wo rse 
and he went to bed . After two 
d ay s flat o n his back , he came 
to o u r clinic fo r help. 
We fo u nd that his sto mach 
mu scles and hip flex o rs were 
weak and his hamstrings were 
stiff and tense. When I to ld him 
this, he pro tested . “Do cto r, I’m 
an athlete. I play ed fo o tball. I’m 
stro ng as an o x .” 
“Yo u were an athlete,” I re­ 
plied , “ and if y o u ’re stro ng as 
an o x , why can’t y o u sho v el the 
d riv eway witho u t straining y o u r 
back ?”

We to o k the six tests and ap­ 
plied them to patients in a spe­ 
cial back clinic at the ho spital 
in 19 4 4 , and they enabled us to 
diag no se no t o nly when muscles 
were weak and tense, but what 
muscle g ro ups were inv o lv ed. 
Then we co uld prescribe certain 
ex ercises fo r tho se m u s c l e 
g ro ups. 
In later articles, we will tell 
y o u what specific ex ercises to 
do to co rrect the pro blems un­ 
co v ered by the tests.

They a re usua lly dubbed “ o rpha ns” 
by their well-mea ning finders, but a 
g rea t percenta g e o f them ha v e a nx io us 
pa rents wa tching their o ffspring being 
remo v ed fro m their na tura l ha bita t. 
“ Our sa d ex perience with the ba by 
Ha rbo r Sea l is a n ex cellent ex a mple,” 
sa y s Mrs. Willia ms. The ba by sea l re­ 
ceiv ed wide publicity a nd wa s a hig hly 
a ppea ling y o ung ster. But she is dea d. 
All the medica l a ttentio n a nd inten­ 
siv e ca re by bo th the museum sta ff 
a nd the few “ ex perts” o n the ra ising 
o f sea ls in the Ba y Area co uld no t co m­ 
ba t the disea ses to which she wa s ex ­ 
po sed by a r t i f i c i a l env iro nment. 
Cha nces a re, if she ha d been left 
where she belo ng ed, she wo uld be 
a liv e a nd hea lthy . 
Deer a re o ne o f the mo st co mmo n 
“ o rpha ns” tha t well-mea ning indiv id­ 
ua ls a do pt a nd a ttempt to ra ise. It is 
true tha t o cca sio na lly they a re de­ 
serted by their mo thers. This is usua l­ 
ly due to a wea kness in the infa nt 
which the mo ther ca n detect. Na ture

But fa wns a re to o o ften picked up 
the seco nd they a re seen a nd whisked 
a wa y to a ho me where the huma n pa r­ 
ents disco v er tha t ra ising a ba by a ni­ 
ma l is no t a s much fun o r a s ea sy a s 
o ne mig ht think. 
Birds a re pro ba bly the mo st numer­ 
o us v ictims a nd o ne o f the mo st diffi­ 
cult to co pe with. Nests do fa ll fro m 
trees o r trees a re cut do wn a nd o cca ­ 
sio na lly pro lo ng ed disturba nces will 
ma ke a bird desert its y o ung . But ev en 
if a bird ha s been to uched by huma n 
ha nds, the pa rents will return a nd ca re 
fo r it. 
If y o u spo t a ba by sea l “ a ba ndo ned” 
o n the bea ch o r a fa wn “ o rpha ned” in 
the hills, do n’t let kindness g et the best 
o f y o u. The ba by a nima ls ma y no t be 
lo st o r a ba ndo ned a t a ll a nd ma y ha v e 
pa rents wa tching o v er it the v ery mo ­ 
ment tha t y o u a re picking it up o ut o f 
kindness.

And tha t a ct o f kindness ma y mea n 
the end fo r the ba by a nima l.

Thu s, 
Bennett’s p ro p o sal is so mething 
like asking a bank to d o nate 
a p o rtio n o f its sav ings inv est­ 
ments to the “p o o r.” 


THERE IS NO d efinitio n o f 
“p o o r” in the Bennett p ro p o ­ 
sal, ju st as there is no d efini­ 
tio n o f an accu rate natu re in 
the fed eral p ro gram w h i c h 
no w is d o nating billio ns o f d o l­ 
lars to eliminate p o v erty . The 
w o r d “p o o r” is a relativ e 
term, and can ap p ly to wel­ 
fare recip ients who sq u and er 
d o natio ns fro m the tax p ay ers 
o n jewelry , telev isio n, a n d 
o t h e r no n-essentials befo re 
they p ay their u tility bills. 
The wo rd “p o o r” in fact, is 
a relativ e* term. Peo p le who 
make a co mfo rtable liv ing by 
wo rking are “p o o r” in relatio n 
to tho se who e a r n p erhap s 
mo re than a co mfo rtable liv ­ 
ing. Bu t becau se an ind iv id u al 
who earns a co mfo rt o r two 
after tax es has mo re t h a n 
tho se who are liv ing o ff su b­ 
sid ies fro m the tax p ay er, Ben­ 
nett feels the ex cess earned 
by tho se who may be co nsid er­ 
ed “well-o ff” sho u ld be d iv ert­ 
ed to welfare channels fo r ad ­ 
d itio nal gifts to t h o s e who 
wo n’t wo rk fo r their lights and 
gas. 
Generally , the state giv es the 
welfare recip ient eno u gh to 
p ay fo r his gas and lights. The 
tax p ay er p ay s fo r them any ­ 
ho w. so any ad d itio nal gifts 
wo u ld be no thing bu t an ad d ed 
bu rd en o n the p ro d u cer. 


IF BENNETT had to wo rk 
fo r a liv ing in p riv ate enter­ 
p rise instead o f d rawing $25 ,- 
000 a y ear o f the tax p ay ers’ 
mo ney , he might u nd erstand 
the d ifference between being 
at the p u blic tro u gh, and p ro ­ 
d u cing go o d s and serv ices fo r 
the benefit o f the eco no my .

'No Sanctuary" Policy Must Be 


Spelled Out For Viet Nam War 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
State Dep artment say s “there 
is no sanctu ary ” in the Viet 
Nam war. 
Do es this mean that, if Red 
Chinese p lanes a t t a c k U.S. 
p lanes o r fo rces in Viet Nam 
and then flee back to “sanctu ­ 
ary ” in their ho meland , Amer­ 
ican p lanes will p u rsu e them 
and bo mb them in Red China? 
May be. B u t u ntil t h i s is 
sp elled o u t fu rther in wo rd s o r 
d eed s, what the State Dep art­ 
ment said will hav e to carry a 
q u estio n mark behind it. 


IT IS no w o ne war and 15 
y ears later than the Ko rean 
war in which the American 
p o licy was no t to d o any fight­ 
ing in o r o v er Red China ev en 
tho u gh t h e Chinese inv ad ed 
Ko rea massiv ely u n d e r the 
label o f “v o lu nteers.” 
. It was this p o licy w h i c h 
bro u ght o n the histo ric clash 
in 1951 between Presid ent Har­ 
ry S. Tru man, who wanted to 
av o id d irect war w i t h Red 
China, and Gen. Do u glas Mac- 
Arthu r, who wanted to bo mb 
it. Tru man fired him finally . 
In a basic sense Tru man’s 
p o sitio n was similar to Presi­ 
d ent Jo hnso n’s to d ay . 


TRUMAN was d etermined to 
resist No rth Ko rean Co mmu ­ 
nist aggressio n against So u th 
Ko rea bu t if p o ssible to limit 
the war to Ko rea since enlarge­ 
ment, thro u gh the inv o lv ement 
o f Red China, might lead to 
Wo rld War III. 
Jo hnso n has been d etermined 
to resist the aggressio n o f the 
Viet Co ng and the No rth Viet­ 
namese Co mmu nists against 
So u th Viet Nam while try ing to 
limit the war to Viet Nam and 
ho p ing to av o id tangling with 
Red China. 
In Tru man’s case the “sanc­ 
tu ary ” o f Red China was p re­ 
serv ed 
and 
later 
a 
tru ce 
achiev ed , ev en tho u gh the Red 
Chinese were u p to their necks 
in Ko rea. 


FOR THE PAST 10 d ay s the 
air war o v er No rth Viet Nam 
has been ex p and ing d ramati­ 
cally , with U.S. fighter p lanes 
in a series o f d o gfights with 
So v iet-d esigned MIG-21s. 
Ro bert J. McClo skey , the 
State Dep artment p ress o ffi­ 
cer, was asked Tu esd ay if the 
Red p lanes had co me into 
No rth Viet Nam fro m Chinese 
bases. He said “we hav e no 
info rmatio n which wo u ld lead 
to su ch a co nclu sio n.” 
Bu t, ex p laining that he was 
rep eating a p o sitio n stated by 
Secretary o f State Dean Ru sk 
in the p ast, McClo skey said 
abo u t the p o ssibility the MIGs 
came fro m Red China: “There 
is no sanctu ary ” in the Viet 
Nam war. 


THEN, HOWEVER, he d e­ 
clined to say whether the “no 
sanctu ary ” p o licy means Amer­ 
ican p lanes may chase enemy 
jets into Co mmu nist China if 
the Red craft flee acro ss the 
fro ntier. 
Until he is willing to say 
whether that’s what it means, 
then what meaning d o es “no 
sanctu ary ” hav e at all, u nless 
it’s meant to make the Chinese 
think twice becau se as o f no w 
they d o n’t kno w what Ru sk has 
in mind ? 
It was last Ju ly 11 that Ru sk 
said No rth Viet Nam’s su p p o rt­ 
ers “mu st take fu lly into ac­ 
co u nt” that in the Viet Nam 
war “the id ea o f sanctu ary is 
d ead .” 
At that time o ther U.S. 
so u rces said Red China had 
been to ld tho se who might jo in 
in an attack o n So u th Viet Nam 
co u ld no t ex p ect immu nity 
fro m rep risal. 
At least say ing there is no 
sanctu ary in this war is fu rther 
than the U.S. go v ernment was 
willing to go in the Ko rean 
War. Bu t then the United 
States was far less eq u ip p ed 
fo r a big war than no w.

Birth Defects Strike 
One In 16, Meet Told 


One child in 16 is bom with a 
significant, and often prevent­ 
able, birth defect, Dr. Virginia 
Apgar, birth defects specialist 
for the March of Dimes, told 
the Marin County chapter at its 
annual dinner last night at Dom­ 
inic’s Harbor Restaurant in San 
Rafael. 
Almost all significant birth de­ 
fects develop in the first three 
months of pregnancy, she noted. 
Specific vaccinations can pre­ 
vent some causes of birth de­ 
fects, as can close attention to 
the mother’s diet. 
Dr. Apgar noted that in pregn­ 


ancy, an excess of vitimins can 
be as dangerous as an inadequ­ 
ate amount. She said that too 
much radiation, even from X- 
rays given long before the moth­ 
er gets pregnant, can cause de­ 
fects. 


Five or six specific defects 
can be fairly accurately predict­ 
ed for the child of a particular 
couple, even before they are 
married, she said, and added 
that a close look at the medical 
history of the two families of 
the baby’s parents should pro­ 


ceed the couple’s decision to 
have a child. 
Research into birth defects, 
and early diagnosis and treat­ 
ment for children with birth de­ 
fects, has been the major goal 
of the March of Dimes since 
1958. Dr. Apgar estimated that 
the foundation has spent 24 mil­ 
lion dollars in this field of re­ 
search since 1958. 
She said that a third birth de­ 
fect center, in addition to those 
in Oakland and San Francisco, 
is being planned for the Bay 
Area. 


The most plentiful source of 
silver, almost from the begin­ 
ning of its history, has been 
galena, the lead ore which usu­ 
ally, though not invariably, con­ 
tains a small proportion of the 
more precious metal.

Plastic Bird Nest, Hospital 


Service And Income Tax Strain 


The late Robert Benchley 
one time had to undergo an 
operation, the nature of which 
I have forgotten, if I ever 
knew. Soon after he recuper­ 
ated he wrote a comical ac­ 
count of it entitled: “ Speaking 
of Operations.” 
This he sold, probably for 
much more than the cost of 
the operation and the hospital 
bills. 
I recently did a short hitch 
In Novato General Hospital. 
Not being as comical as Robert 
Benchley, I will not try to 
duplicate his treatise on his 
sickness. 


I WOULD LIK E to make 
one observation. Novato Hos­ 
pital has excellent service. 
Other hospitals may be bigger. 
Others may have better and 
more expensive equipment, or 
may be serviced by more doc­ 
tors. But none can ever give 
better service, I believe. 
Nurses, nurses aides, order­ 
lies and volunteers are so busy 
that they are always darting 
in and out of the room. One 
just has to think of something 
one needs and someone is 
there to furnish it. 


LOOKING OUT of my back 
window one day last week, I 
thought that my eyes must be 
playing tricks on me. A second 
glance confirmed what I had 
seen the first time. 
A robin flew by, trailing 
plastic streamers up to a foot 
and a half long behind him. 
In jujst a few minutes he 
went by again, trailing the 
plastic streamers. He gained 
speed and flew high up into a 
big pine tree across the street. 


The robin would go into the 
tree, leave his load of plastic 
streamers and then fly into 
the yard next door to get more. 
I remembered that the neigh­ 
bors had just thrown their 
Christmas tree out by the ga­ 
rage where it stood, a fore- 
lorn looking object during the 
winter rains. The tree had 
been decorated with plastic 
streamers and as spring came, 
these fell off with the needles 
of the tree. 


THIS SUPPLY of building 
materials was just too inviting 
for the robin. Trip after trip he 
made all morning and into the 
afternoon. He would fill his 
beak with 15 to 20 of these 
plastic ribbons and then streak 
off for his nest high in the 
pine tree, the plastic streaming 
behind him. 
Up in the tree his mate was 
weaving the nest. She was un­ 
accustomed to the use of such 
modern material, and occas- 
sionally she let a piece of it 
get away. It would come flut­ 
tering down to earth. Some of 
them she wove into the nest, 
but the long ends of them 
baffled her and they hung 
down. 
As the afternoon sun swung 
around to hit the limb of the 
tree, there the mother robin 
sat in her nest—the gawdiest 
bird’s nest I ’ve ever seen. It 
glistened and gleamed in the 
sun. The wind fanned the 
streamers from it, making it 
a shimmering object high in 
the tree. 
So it’s come to that—plastic 
bird’s nests.

Forced Fluoridation Might Take 


Away One Of Our Last Liberties 


A modern Hamlet, brooding 
on a current dilemma, might 
sacrifice meter and put it thus: 
“ To fluoridate or not to fluori­ 
date, that is the question.” 
Concededly, that’s not blank 
verse—nor is it a soliloquy, 
what with everyone getting into 
the act. 
Communities are being torn 
apart on the issue. Little old 
ladies have doffed their com­ 
fortable tennis sneakers for 
spiked shoes, “ the better to 
kick you with, my dear.” And 
slippered pantaloons are bash­ 
ing each other's heads with an­ 
cient shillelaghs I had thought 
long turned into ploughshares. 


MORE TEETH STREW the 
battlefield than the proponents 
of forced fluoridation can hope 
to save in 10 generations even 
if they win. In fact, the carnage 
is so frightful that I am aston­ 
ished the United Nations hasn’t 
taken the matter to the Secu­ 
rity Council. 
Previously uninvolved, I now 
feel obligated to enter the 
arena in the role of ending the 
bloodshed and negotiating an 
honorable peace. Here then, 
having duly sworn to tell the 
truth, I offer my testimony: 
offer my testimony: 
First, all the evidence indi­ 
cates conclusively that fluori­ 
dation reduces tooth decay in 
children. Whether it has the 
same effect upon adults is not 
so clear. 
But the assertion that no 
recognized doctors or dentists 
see any hazard in it and that 
the opposition comes only from 
right-wing paranoids who think 
fluoridation is another Commie 
plot is utter baloney. 


FOR AT LEAST a decade 
some highly reputable med­ 
icos have been warning that 
fluorine — “ an irritating toxic 
gas, one of the most powerful 
oxidizing elements known, at­ 
tacking water, most metals and 
organic compounds,” says 
Webster’s — may, stored in 
the body, have some disast­ 
rous after-effects. 
Last year an article in the 
Saturday Review — hardly 
right- wing politically — told 
of a group of Canadian scien­ 
tial! — who could not have 
voted for Goldwater — who 
reported some shocking bodily 
deformities which they attrib­ 
uted to the accumulation of 
fluorine in the system. 


AN EASTERN DENTIST I 
know is confining his use of 
it to children entirely, and 


doing so sparingly. “ Some of 
the things I have seen remind 
me of calomel.” That allusion 
escaped me and he went on to 
say that, until some decades 
ago, calomel was widely used 
as a cathartic and was in 
every family’s medicine cabi­ 
net. 
It did its work well but those 
who used it too often, it was 
discovered, might lose all their 
teeth before they were 30, due 
to the accumulation of mer­ 
cury in their systems. Today, 
calomel’s main use is as an 
insecticide. 
And my own dentist, though 
he leans toward the majority 
in this dispute, tells me of an 
experience of his own. In a 
Southern community, the river 
had a very high fluoride con­ 
tent, and the three children of 
this particular family were 
warned never to drink any­ 
thing but bottled water. 


WHEN THE FAMILY moved 
here and he became their den­ 
tist, he found two of the chil­ 
dren had good teeth, but the 
third lad’s enamel was badly 
eroded. Puzzled, he questioned 
the youngster and discovered j 
the boy hadn’t liked the taste j 
of the bottled water and se­ 
cretly used to quench his thirst 
from the faucet. 
Now I have no medical pro- ! 
tensions, but I think there is 1 
a common sense solution. By 
all means, let those who want 
their children to get the un­ 
doubted benefits of fluoridation 
use any of the many tooth­ 
pastes that have been so 
treated — and use it them­ 
selves, if they wish. 
And don’t tell me there are 
families so poor they can’t 
afford toothpaste. If there are 
such, let’s use a few of the 
millions appropriated for the 
anti-poverty program to buy 
them some. Or, if that is un­ 
thinkable, I ’d eve* be willing 
to be taxed additionally to 
provide for them. 


BUT WHY COMPEL those 
who have doubts — stupidly 
or wisely — to drink fluoridat­ 
ed water? If bad teeth were 
a communicable disease, I 
could see some justification 
for the frantic commissars 
who demand compulsion. 
But the teeth involved are 
our own and we ought to be 
allowed to do as we see fit 
with them. Or is Big Brother 
going to take away this almost 
last freedom we have, in the 
sacred name of the Great 
Society?

WASHINGTON — The federal 
government has started a crash 
desegregation program to force 
all hospitals to comply with the 
non-discriminatory 
regulations 
of the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 


The program is b eing master- 
mined 
b y 
the 
secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
John W. Gardner, who said rec­ 
ently that no Medicare or other 
federal medical payments will 
go to hospitals that discriminate 
b etween w hi t e 
and 
Negro 
patients, physicians, 
n u r s e s 
aides and doctors in training. 


The government will insist 
that hospitals offer b iracial 
room and ward occupancy, 
and permit physicians of b oth 
races to use hospital facilities 
for their patients. 


Gardner’s 
press 
conference 
was ob viously aimed at admini­ 
stering a pub lic tongue lashing 
to segregationist hospital ad­ 
ministrators, b oards of trustees 
and community leaders, mostly 
in the South. 
Officials say a recent survey 
of 8,500 hospitals across the na­ 
tion indicates 500—almost all of 
them in nine southern states— 


are b alking at compliance with 
federal desegregation require­ 
ments. 


The 500 hospitals represent 
ab out 40 per cent of the 1,200 
southern hospitals that other­ 
wise qualify for Medicare pay­ 
ments. 


This estimate of b alking hos­ 
pitals is higher than has b een 
indicated b y complaints filed b y 
civil rights groups in protest of 
hospital 
segregation. 
In Ala­ 
b ama, for example, there are 
13 accredite5d hospitals and 27 
complaints 
were 
voiced. 
In 
Louisiana, of 115 hospitals there 
were 31 complaints; 
and in 
Mississippi, 
of 
106 
hospitals 
there were 28 complaints. 
But federal officials point out 
that not all segregated hospitals 
have b een cited in complaints 
filed with the agency. 


For the past year, the U.S. 
Pub lic

Service and 


the Mississippi State University 
Hospital 
in 
Jackson; 
Mob ile 
(Ala.) General and Providence 
Hospitals; the Medical College 
Hospital at Charleston, S.C.;

But, as a pub lic health service 
official noted, for “each success, 
there is a metching case of at­ 
tempted non-compliance.” For 
example; some hospitals have 
removed racial signs from rest­ 
rooms b ut then locked the rest-

only; 
transferred 
Negro patients into wards for a 
pub lic health service examina­ 
tion and later transferred them 
b ack; and insisted that Negro 
mothers want to nurse their 
children in all-Negro wards. 


Pub lic health service officials 
explain that refusals to desegre­ 
gate stem from a numb er of 
causes. Hospitals administrators 
of many southern hospitals are 
Gardner’s office have b een 
frankly segregationist.

On Bill Of Rights 


LOS ANGELES (P) — State 
school officials have had their 
first look at a new source book 
for teachers on the Bill of 
Rights, and they say it looks 
like a good tool for education. 
The volume — “ The BiU of 
Rights,

Teachers” —was examined Sat­ 
urday at an Education for Free­ 
dom conference here. Said one 
participant, UCLA Law School 
Dean Richard C. Maxwell: 
“ Up until now, teachers have 
been without materials to help 
them teach principles of the Bill 
of Rights effectively . No point 
of view is being represented by 
the new book except the belief 
in constitutional government. 
“ I have no fear that the mate­ 
rial will be used by teachers to 
indoctrinate pupils with ideas 
for either left or right.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional League has picked up a 
sy mbolic torch in its battle to 
j&ep the Brav es in Atlanta and 
instructed league attorney s to 
¿ irry the flame all the way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court if nec­ 
essary .

The torch was picked up by 
National 
League 
President 
Warren Giles, and the league’s 
strategy in the case rev ealed by 
league attorney s Lou Carroll 


and Bowie Kuhn after a two- 
hour meeting of the 10 club own­ 
ers y esterday . 
Giles said the league will ap­ 
peal all the way to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court if it has to — the 
first team the N. L. has flatly 
stated it intends carry ing the 
case that far—and reiterated that 
ex pansion into Milwaukee could 
not be considered until all ap­ 
peals had been decided. 
‘We are carry ing the torch 
for all team sports — pro foot­ 


ball, pro basketball and pro 
hockey — in this fight,” Giles 
said, apparently referring to the 
antitrust facets of the case. 
Giles’ statement was part of 
the league’s answer to the deci­ 
sion handed down last month by 
Circuit Court J udge Elmer Roll­ 
er, who ruled the Brav es v iolat­ 
ed state antitrust statutes in 
mov ing the Brav es from Mil­ 
waukee to Atlanta. 
Ju dg e Ro ller, at th e same 


time, ordered the Brav es re­ 
turned to Milwaukee by May 18 
unless 
the 
National 
League 
made plans by May 16 to in­ 
clude a Milwaukee franchise by 
1967. It is this decision that the 
National League first will ap­ 
peal to the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court. 


Ask ed wh at wo u ld be th e n ex t 
step if th e Wisco n sin Su p reme 
Co u rt tu rn ed do wn th e ap p eal, 
Carro ll said: 


“ Then we would seek to go to 
the U.S. Supreme Court.” 


In rev ealing its strategy , the 
league 
issued 
a 
three-page, 
mimeographed 
press 
release 
which 
reaffirmed 
that 
the 
league will push its case up all 
legal av enues and will not con­ 
sider ex pansion at this point. 


“ We shall ex ert ev ery effort 
to obtain rev iew of the judg­ 
ment of the Milwaukee County 
Court and we are confident that 


this judgment will ultimately be 
rev ersed,” 
the 
release 
said. 
“ Until this situation is cleared 
up by the appellate court of 
highest resort, we cannot con­ 
sider operation in Wisconsin by 
the Brav es or by an ex pansion 
club.”

statement also 
noted that the Brav es could not 
be returned to Milwaukee with­ 
out 
v iolating 
injunctions 
in 
Georgia 
and 
Tex as 
courts 
“ which require 
the 
National 


League and the Brav es to play 
the Brav es home games in 
Atlanta.” 
The statement then touched 
on the antitrust facets of the 
case, noting that “ J udge Roll­ 
er’s decision is ex pressly based 
upon a finding that organized 
baseball, as it now ex ists, con­ 
stitutes a monopoly and a con­ 
spiracy in direct v iolation of the 
Wisconsin antitrust laws.” 
And it went on to say : 
“ Notwithstanding

ing, the decision orders the Na­ 
tional' League to return the 
Brav es to Milwaukee, presuma­ 
bly on the theory that so long as 
Milwaukee has a team, v iola­ 
tions of Wisconsin law will be 
ignored.

In Milwaukee, Stev en Keane, 
special counsel for the county , 
said, “ They ’v e taken their posi­ 
tion.

They are tackling in metro­ 
politan New York the en­ 
trenched Giants of the National 
Football League and the excit­ 
ing Jets of the American Foot­ 
ball League, but they have as 
their general manager Jackie 
Robinson, an outspoken Negro 
leader in civil rights and famed 
for never giving an inch during 
his brilliant baseball career 
with the old Brooklyn Dodgers. 
“ We are not kidding ourselves 
as to our problems,” Jackie told 
a press conference yesterday 
when his appointment was an­ 
nounced. 
This is a massive understate­ 
ment. 
The Dodgers will be com­ 
peting for the entertainment 
dollar against the Giants, as­ 
sured of a sellout in 67,000-ca­ 
pacity Yankee Stadium, and the 
Jets, who expect to go into their 
opener in Shea Stadium with an 
advance sale of 50,000 tickets 
against a capacity of 60,000. 
And the Dodgers have yet to 
find a coach or a stadium or 
recruit a team. In fact, they 
received their franchise only 
last Saturday. 
The Jets have exclusive foot­ 
ball rights to Shea Stadium un­ 
less t hey waive them. The

Pulitzer Prize List Announced 


NEW YORK (UPI)— The 1966 Pulitzer Prizes give 
particular recognition to journalists for investigative 
reporting, coverage of racial conflict and of the war 
in Viet Nam.

City Council

Some Unusual Lighthouse 
Keeping On Angel Island

Many a Marin matron, feel­ 
ing hemmed in by the demands 
of suburbia, longs to “ get away 
from it all.” . . . This is what 
it might be like . . . 


Living on the outer edge of 
Marin in a sylvan atmosphere 
with an incomparable m arine 
view and no neighbors within 
a mile is a serene woman for 
whom frenetic community in­ 
volvements seem as remote as 
the six-acre rock in Alaskan 
waters 
where 
she 
formerly 
made her home. 


Mrs. Trueman Cook is the 
wife of the last lighthouse 
keeper on the Pacific Coast. 
And her home is at Point Blunt 
on the southernmost tip of An­ 
gel Island. Most of Angel Is­ 
land is in Tiburon but Pt. 
Blunt is just outside the border 
and 
is 
technically 
in 
San 
Francisco. Her husband has 
spent 32 years as a keeper in 
the lighthouse service. 
As the civilian k e e p e r s 
reach 
retirem ent 
age, 
U.S. 
Coast Guard personnel take 
over their functions which have 
been considerably changed in 
recent years due to automa­ 
tion. Mr. Cook works at the 


low, square watch room high 
atop Pt. Blunt, where he also 
supervises the unmanned light­ 
houses at Southampton Shoal 
and Point Stuart and maintains 
a visibility watch on the south­ 
east lighthouse on Alcatraz, 
and it keeps him too busy to be 
concerned with the fact that he 
is among the last of a vanish­ 
ing breed. 
“ There are pressures for Mr. 
Cook, but not for me,” says 
his wife. 


The Pt. Blunt light station is 
staffed by men from the U.S. 
Coast Guard base at Yerba 
Buena Island. A 20-minute ride 
on Coast Guard launch takes 
the Cooks to Yerba Buena, and 
they also can drive a truck 
across Angel Island to take 
the state park ferry at Hospital 
Cove. 


“ MY LIFE IS FAR less iso­ 
lated here than at other sta­ 
tions,” says Mrs. Cook. “There 
are 11 families now living at 
the state park.” And she can 
get to Tiburon by the ferry 
and occasionally goes to San 
Francisco. She seemed espe­ 
cially pleased to have visitors 
the day of our interview. Pt.

During their years on Senti­ 
nel Island, supplies and mail 
cam e once a month. They or­ 
dered their clothes by mail 
from a Seattle store and lived 
off the land as much as possi­ 
ble.

She and her husband 
love to watch the boats on the 
bay, and try to identify the 
passing parade of ships.

Councilmen 
said

that closing of the two city 
streets has created a hardship 
on a segment of the population 
and a traffic problem in the 
Lincoln Avenue-Second Street 
area. 
Councilman 
Louis 
H. 
Baar 
said the highway division creat­ 
ed the problem with its project 
“ and we Ye stuck with it. Let’s 
ask them to fix up the monster 
they created.” 
The council u n a n i m o u s l y 


passed a resolution requesting 
the highway division to start 
planning for direct connection 
from the Lincoln Avenue-Sec­ 
ond Street area to Francisco 
Boulevard 
West 
and 
I r w i n 
Street. 
Public Works Director Norris 
M. Rawles showed drawings of 
his proposal to re-establish one­ 
way traffic on Francisco Boule­ 
vard eastbound and on Irwin 
Street southbound. 
The highway division proposed 
a connection from the on-ramp 
to Rice Lane, which would run 
south of the existing Francisco 
Boulevard 
West. 
Rawles 
re­ 
ported. But. Rawles said, the 
division didn’t want to provide 
a connection to Irwin Street 
because it involves crossing the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
tracks. 


The San Rafael City Council 
got a new batch of bids for 
furniture for the new city hall 
last night, from 13 bidders and 
covering baout 200 items such as 
various desks, chairs and files. 
The council referred the bids 
to Milton Schwartz, who is in 
charge of furnishings design for 
the new city hall, and set a 
| special meeting for 8 p.m. next 
Monday to award contracts. 
The first bids were rejected 
three weeks ago after some 
bidders claimed they did not 
have time to prepare their bids 
and objected that specifications 
limited competition.

Music Views Told 
By Virgil Thompson 


By M AYBELLE SPECKMANN 


Composer-critic Virgil Thorn- 
son had many interesting things 
to say about music but not much 
about his own style of writing in 
a press conference yesterday 
afternoon at the Sheraton-Palace 
Hotel in San Francsico. 
Denying the influence of other 
composers on his style, he said, 
“ I don’t have a style.” 
The near 70-year-old celebrity 
is in the Bay Area in connection 
with 
the northern California 
premiere of his opera, “ The 
Mother of Us All,” with libretto 
by Gertrude Stein. It is to be 
presented Sunday at 8 p.m. in 
Angelico Hall as the final pro­ 
gram of the season of the Marin 
Symphony Orchestra, assisted 
by the College of Marin Opera 
Workshop. 
“ The Mother of Us All,” he 
explained, grew out of his desire 
to write an opera about Ameri­ 
can politics, preferably in the 
19th Century when “ cities were 
like villages and village people 
were all mixed up with cele­ 
brities.” 
“ It was Gertrude Stein,” he 
said, “ who decided it should be 
a feminist opera.” She also de­ 
cided it would center around 
the career of Susan B. Anthony 
and the winning of political 
rights for women, and she chose 
the other historical characters 
in the opera, who include Daniel 
Webster, John Quincy Adams. 
Ulysses S. Grant, and Lillian 
Russell. 
Asked about his reputation for 
preferring the simplest possible 
techniques, he said he always j 
does that wherever it is suitable, 
as it is in this opera where both 
words and music are plain and 
straightforward. 
In a lecture last night at 
Temple Rodef Sholom in Santa 
Venetia, he explained further 
that the music is basically 19th 
Century grassroots music built 
around hymns, ditties, senti­ 
mental romances and military 
marches. 
“ Characterization is the es­ 
sence of opera,” declared Thom­ 
son. 
R e g a r d i n g contemporary 
music, he commented, “ Some 
of the repertory is pretty hard

It was a heavy January snow 
—two feet deep. He had to 
shovel a path down the drive­ 
w ay to the street.

Finished, he felt a muscle 
twinge low in his back. 


He ignored it. but by the time 
he had driven to the office, he 
had trouble getting out of the 
car. There was a sudden stab­ 
bing pain in the lower back. 
Stooped, he struggled through 
the day. At home, it got worse 


working in a clinic for children 
with bad posture—and we de­ 
veloped 15 tests to determine 
how bad posture is related to 
lack of musclar ability. 
We took the six tests and ap­ 
plied them to patients in a spe­ 
cial back clinic at the hospital 
in 1944, and they enabled us to 
diagnose not only when m uscles 
were weak and tense, but what 
m uscle groups were involved. 
Then we could prescribe certain 
exercises for those m u s c l e 
groups. 
In later articles, we will tell 
you what specific exercises to 
do to correct the problems un­ 
covered by the tests. 
The human body is a sym­ 
phony of motion — bone and 
m uscle in delicate interplay. But 
a tense and inactive life can 
weaken sections of it. and lead 
to the discordance of pain and 
disease.

No Tax Hike 


Corte M a d e r a Town 
Mgr. Ronald L. Usher last 
night handed town coun­ 
cilmen first copies of his 
proposed $748,008 budget 
for fiscal 1967 and said it 
would maintain this year’s 
property tax rate of $1.04 
per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. 


Usher’s budget runs $121.648 
more than the $626.360 budget 
for this year. The increase is 
compensated by extensive use 
of gasoline tax and urban thor­ 
oughfare funds, he said. 


PUBLIC WORKS 
Largest budgeted increase, he 
said, is for the public works 
department $414,643 next year 
as compared to $221,413 this 
year. Most of this year’s street 
improvements were done with 
funds carried over from 
the 
fiscal 1965 budget, he said. 


Largest public works project 
planned is connection of Tam­ 
alpais Drive to Paradise Drive 
east of Highway 101 for $140,000.

KindnessTo Animals Noble 
But It Can Be Overdone 


Kindness to animals is a noble thing, 
but it can be overdone. You can even 
kill an animal with too much “kind­ 
ness/' 
This warning comes from Mrs. Di­ 
ane Williams, naturalist at the Louise 
A. Boyd Natural Museum in San Ra­ 
fael. 
The annual flood of baby animals is 
starting to come into the museum. 
They are usually dubbed “orphans” 
by their well-meaning finders, but a 
great percentage of them have anxious 
parents watching their offspring being 
removed from their natural habitat. 
“Our sad experience with the baby 
Harbor Seal is an excellent example,” 
says Mrs. Williams. The baby seal re­ 
ceived wide publicity and was a highly 
appealing youngster. But she is dead. 
All the medical attention and inten­ 
sive care by both the museum staff 
and the few “experts” on the raising 
of seals in the Bay Area could not com­ 
bat the diseases to which she was ex­ 
posed by a r t i f i c i a l environment. 
Chances are, if she had been left 
where she belonged, she would be 
alive and healthy. 
Deer are one of the most common 
“orphans'' that well-meaning individ­ 
uals adopt and attempt to raise. It is 
true that occasionally they are de­ 
serted by their mothers. This is usual­ 
ly due to a weakness in the infant 
which the mother can detect. Nature 
does not provide for weakness, and al­ 
though it may seem cruel to us, it is 


often kinder in the long run. 
But fawns are too often picked up 
the second they are seen and whisked 
away to a home where the human par­ 
ents discover that raising a baby ani­ 
mal is not as much fun or as easy as 
one might think. 
Birds are probably the most numer­ 
ous victims and one of the most diffi­ 
cult to cope with. Nests do fall from 
trees or trees are cut down and occa­ 
sionally prolonged disturbances will 
make a bird desert its young. But even 
if a bird has been touched by human 
hands, the parents will return and care 
for it. 
If you spot a baby seal “abandoned” 
on the beach or a fawn “orphaned” in 
the hills, don’t let kindness get the best 
of you. The baby animals may not be 
lost or abandoned at all and may have 
parents watching over it the very mo­ 
ment that you are picking it up out of 
kindness. 
' 
And that act of kindness may mean 
the end for the baby animal. 
During a sample spring day last 
year, the Boyd Museum had 25 or 30 
baby birds, four fawns, and five baby 
gray squirrels. 
“This type of menagerie keeps the 
museum staff pretty busy,” says Mrs. 
Williams. “So we do plead strongly 
that unless there is absolutely no al­ 
ternative but death for the baby if left, 
please tell your children, friends and 
relatives to leave the wildlife where it 
belongs/’

utilities, 
marks 
a 
new 
high in nonsense proposed by 
a political candidate 
As a member of the public 
utilities commission. Bennett is 
well aware of the fact that a 
utility, even though governed 
by state regulations, is entitled 
to a certain amount of profit. 
And 
no business 
makes 
a 
profit when it gives away ser­ 
vices 
So what Bennett is doing, in 
effect* is suggesting that char­ 
ges be imposed on the taxpay­ 
ers to pick up the utility tab 
for the so-called “ poor” 


HE ADMITS this by saying 


that the proposal is “ socialism 
in a sense, and let the PC&E 
pick up the money from fat 
customers like you and m e.” 
Bennett should know what it 
is to be “ fat.” He has drawn 
$25,000 of taxpayers’ money 
annually for several years as 
salary for being a member of 
the public utilities commission. 
But probably the rest of the 
customers of the utilities, after 
paying taxes for support of the 
commission, are not so fat, es­ 
pecially after April 15, the date 
of federal and state tribute 
contributions for support 
of 
governments 
advocating 
the 
philosophy of “ g i v e it all 
away.” 
Prim arily, utilities concerns 
are financed through s t o c k 
purchased by people who eke 
out enough from their earnings 
to make an investment. These 
investors expect a return on 
their money and are, under the

titled to such a return, as they 
have earned the money. Thus, 
Bennett's proposal is something 
like asking a bank to donate 
a portion of its savings invest­ 
ments to the “ poor.” 


THERE IS NO definition of 
“poor” in the Bennett propo­ 
sal, just as there is no defini­ 
tion of an accurate nature in 
the federal program w h i c h 
now is donating billions of dol­ 
lars to eliminate poverty. The 
w o r d “ poor” is a relative 
term, and can apply to wel­ 
fare recipients who squander 
donations from the taxpayers 
on jewelry, television, 
a n d 
o t h e r non-essentials before 
they pay their utility bills. 
The word “ poor” in fact, is 
a relative term. People who 
make a comfortable living by 
working are “ poor” in relation 
to those who e a r n perhaps 
more than a comfortable liv­ 
ing. But because an individual 
who earns a comfort or two 
after taxes has more t h a n 
those who are living off sub­ 
sidies from the taxpayer, Ben­ 
nett feels the excess earned 
by those who may be consider­ 
ed “ well-off” should be divert­ 
ed to welfare channels for ad­ 
ditional gifts to t h o s e who 
won’t work for their lights and 
gas. 


Generally, the stale gives the 
welfare 
recipient 
enough 
to 
pay for his gas and lights. The 
taxpayer pays for them any­ 
how. so any additional gifts 
would be nothing but an added 
burden on the producer. 


IF BENNETT had to work 
for a living in private enter­ 
prise instead of drawing $25,- 
000 a year of the taxpayers’ 
money, he might understand 
the difference between being 
at the public trough, and pro­ 
ducing goods and services for 
th t benefit of the economy.

Taxpayer Revolt 
Is Suggested 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


Having received notice of 
proeprty tax reappraisal from 
the county assessor today, I 
feel compelled to voice my 
indignation at the way we tax­ 
payers are being treated. Ac­ 
cording 
to the assessor, if 
mine is any criterion, property 
values have been increasing 
at a rate in excess of 10 per 
cent per year since 1961 after 
allowance for depreciation. 
In actual fact, values have 
generally been increasing at a 
rate of nearer 3-4 per cent per 
year, after depreciation. More 
recently, values have leveled 
off and are probably in the 
start of a period of decline. 
At the present assessment 
and tax rate levels, a prop­ 
erty owner can expect to pay 
the full price for his place 
purchased in 
1961 
all over 
again every 30 years. This is 


becoming 
confiscatory 
a n d 
m ust be brought to an abrupt 
halt right now. 
Last year it was the citi­ 
zens of Belvedere and Tiburon 
who were stabbed by over as­ 
sessments, and thank the Lord 
they’re still fighting the battle 
in the courts. 
This year it is Ross Valley’s 
turn, and those of us who feel 
this abuse m ust join together 
and perhaps join with southern 
Marin to let the taxing authori­ 
ties know that we’re complete­ 
ly fed up. 
It may take an actual tax­ 
payer’s revolt; if necessary, 
we could withhold payment 
of property taxes next Decem­ 
ber and the following April we 
bring the county authorities 
to their collective knees. 
It only costs 6 per cent in 
penalties, and the tax money 
you retain can earn up to 5 
per cent at the bank, so that 
the net cost to the individual 
is only about 1 per cent of 
his taxes. 
Right now the tax delinquen­ 
cy rate in the county is over 
5 per cent. Think for a mo­ 
ment what might happen if 
that jumps to, say, 25 per cent. 
Think about it!

'No Sanctuary' Policy Must Be 


Spelled Out For Viet Nam War 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
State Department says “ there 
is no sanctuary” in the Viet 
Nam war. 
Does this mean that, if Red 
Chinese planes a t t a c k U.S. 
planes or forces in Viet Nam 
and then flee back to “ sanctu­ 
ary” in their homeland, Amer­ 
ican planes will pursue them 
and bomb them in Red China? 
Maybe. B u t until t h i s is 
spelled out further in words or 
deeds, what the State Depart­ 
ment said will have to carry a 
question mark behind it. 


IT IS now one war and 15 
years later than the Korean 
war in which the American 
policy was not to do any fight­ 
ing in or over Red China even 
though t h e Chinese invaded 
Korea massively u n d e r the 
label of “ volunteers.” 
. It was this policy w h i c h 
brought on the historic clash 
in 1951 between President Har­ 
ry S. Truman, who wanted to 
avoid direct war w i t h Red 
China, and Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, who wanted to bomb 
it. Truman fired him finally. 
In a basic sense Trum an’s 
position was sim ilar to Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s today. 


TRUMAN was determined to 
resist North Korean Commu­ 
nist aggression against South 
Korea but if possible to limit 
the war to Korea since enlarge­ 
ment, through the involvement 
ot Red China, might lead to 
World War III. 
Johnson has been determined 
to resist the aggression of the 
Viet Cong and the North Viet­ 
namese 
Communists 
against 
South Viet Nam while trying to 
limit the war to Viet Nam and 
hoping to avoid tangling with 
Red China. 
In Trum an’s case the “ sanc­ 
tuary” of Red China was pre­ 
served 
and 
later 
a 
truce 
achieved, even though the Red 
Chinese were up to their necks 
in Korea. 


FOR THE PAST 10 days the 
air war over North Viet Nam 
has been expanding dram ati­ 
cally, with U.S. fighter planes 
in a series of dogfights with 
Soviet-designed MIG-21s. 
Robert J. 
McCloskey, 
the 
State Departm ent press offi­ 
cer. was asked Tuesday if the 
Red 
planes had 
come 
into 
North Viet Nam from Chinese 
bases. He said “ we have no 
information which would lead 
to such a conclusion.” 
But, explaining that he was 
repeating a position stated by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
in the past, McCloskey said 
about the possibility the MIGs 
cam e from Red China: “ There 
is no sanctuary” in the Viet 
Nam war. 


THEN, HOWEVER, he de­ 
clined to say whether the “ no 
sanctuary” policy means Amer­ 
ican planes may chase enemy 
jets into Communist China if 
the Red craft flee across the 
frontier. 
Until he is willing to say 
whether that's what it means, 
then what meaning does “ no 
sanctuary” have at all, unless 
it’s meant to make the Chinese 
think twice because as of now 
they don’t know what Rusk has 
in mind? 
It was last July 11 that Rusk 
said North Viet N am ’s support­ 
ers “ must take fully into ac­ 
count” that in the Viet Nam 
war “ the idea of sanctuary is 
dead.” 
At 
that 
time 
other 
U.S. 
sources said Red China had 
been told those who might join 
in an attack on Smith Viet Nam 
could 
not 
expect 
immunity 
from reprisal. 
At least saying there is no 
sanctuary in this war is further 
than the U.S. government was 
willing to go in the Korean 
War. 
But 
then 
the 
United 
States was far less equipped 
for a big war than now. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Cuba Gold Reserve 
Has Gone To Russia

and PAUL SCOTT 


WASHINGTON - Cuba’s pre- 
Castro gold reserve of some 
$250 million is now in Russia. 
The gold reserve, accumu­ 
lated by the non-Communist 
governments that preceded Fi­ 
del Castro, was transported to 
the USSR in Soviet ships over 
a period of months. Credited 
as being in charge of this 
tightly guarded operation was 
Alfredo Alphonse, close hench­ 
man of Castro, and the long 
mysteriously vanished “ Che” 
Guevara. 
Inside details have been re­ 
vealed by a form er high-placed 
Castro official who defected in 
Madrid. There have been a 
num ber 
of 
such 
defections 
abroad in recent months. A few 
have been revealed, but most 
are still unannounced for se­ 
curity reasons. 


ACCORDING TO the defec- 
tor’s account, the $250 million 
Cuban gold reserve was “ com­ 
m andeered,” in effect, by Mos­ 
cow as paym ent on the huge 
quantities of weapons, food, 
and economic and industrial 
aid supplied to the Castro re­ 
gime, which is known to be 
heavily in arrears on large 
debts owed the Soviet bloc. 
Intelligence authorities esti­ 
m ate it’s costing the Reds $1 
million a day to keep Castro- 
ruled Cuba's grossly m ism an­ 
aged and floundering economy 
afloat. 
The defector said that some 
of the Cuban gold was used to 
finance espionage activities in 
the U.S.; some of the gold went 
for a deposit of five million in 
U.S. dollars in a Canadian 
bank to pay for machinery and 
parts urgently needed in Cuba. 
Lazero Pena, long-time Cu­ 
ban Communist and member

WHILE THE OFFICIAL ac­ 
count of Moscow’s confiscation 
of Cuba's gold reserve has 
been shelved, the State Depart­ 
ment is circulating a memo­

regarding the Communist-ruled 
island. 


Prepared by Robert Sayre, 
deputy assistant secretary for 
inter-American a f f a i r s , the 
backstage d o c u m e n t , titled 
“ Statem ent on Cuban Policy,” 
is being made available to key 
members 
of 
Congress 
and 
Latin American diplomats. The 
following points are stressed 
While the Castro regim e is 
not currently deemed a “ di­ 
rect m ilitary threat to the U.S. 
or Lat'n Am erica.” it is con­ 
sidered a “ focus of subversion 
in the hem isphere.” Despite 
this subversive threat it is not 
U.S. policy to “ use m ilitary 
force” against the Castro re­ 
gime at this time. 
To meet the Cuban Commu­

threat,

memorandum declares it is the

I recently did a short hitch 
in Novato General Hospital. 
Not being as comical as Robert 
Benchley. 1 will not try to 
duplicate his treatise on his 
sickness. 


I WOULD L IK E to make 
one observation. Novato Hos­ 
pital 
has excellent 
service. 
Other hospitals may be bigger. 
Others may have better and 
more expensive equipment, or 
may be serviced by more doc­ 
tors. But none can ever give 
better service, I believe. 
Nurses, nurses aides, order­ 
lies and volunteers are so busy 
that they are always darting 
in and out of the room. One 
just has to think of something 
one needs and someone is 
there to furnish it.

Forced Fluoridation Might Take 


Away One Of Our Last Liberties 


A modem Hamlet, brooding 
on a current dilemma, might 
sacrifice meter and put it thus: 
“ To fluoridate or not to fluori­ 
date, that is the question ” 
Concededly, that's not blank 
verse—nor is it a soliloquy, 
what with everyone getting into 
the act. 
Communities are being tom 
apart on the issue. Little old 
ladies have doffed their com­ 
fortable tennis sneakers for 
spiked shoes, “ the better to 
kick you with, my dear.” And 
slippered pantaloons are bash­ 
ing each other's heads with an­ 
cient shillelaghs I had thought 
long turned into ploughshares. 


MORE TEETH STREW the 
battlefield than the proponents 
of forced fluoridation can hope 
to save in 10 generations even 
if they win. In fact, the carnage 
is so frightful that 1 am aston­ 
ished the United Nations hasn’t 
taken the matter to the Secu­ 
rity Council. 
Previously uninvolved, I now 
feel obligated to enter the 
arena in the role of ending the 
bloodshed and negotiating an 
honorable peace. Here then, 
having duly sworn to tell the 
truth, I offer my testimony: 
offer my testimony: 
First, all the evidence indi­ 
cates conclusively that fluori­ 
dation reduces tooth decay in 
children. Whether it has the 
same effect upon adults is not 
so clear. 
But the assertion that no 
recognized doctors or dentists 
see any hazard in it and that 
the opposition comes only from 
right-wing paranoids who think 
fluoridation is another Commie 
plot is utter baloney. 


FOR AT LEAST a decade 
some highly reputable med­ 
icos have been warning that 
fluorine — “ an irritating texic 
gas. one of the most powerful 
oxidizing elements known, at­ 
tacking water, most metals and 
o r g a n i c compounds,” says 
Webster’s — may, stored in 
the body, have some disast­ 
rous after-effects. 
Last year an article in the 
Saturday Review — h a r d l y 
right- wing politically — told 
of a group of Canadian scien- 
uau — who could not have 
voted for Goldwater — who 
reported some shocking bodily 
deformities which they attrib­ 
uted to the accumulation of 
fluorine in the system. 


AN EASTERN DENTIST I 
know is confining his use of 
it to children entirely, and 


doing so sparingly. “ Some of 
the things I have seen remind 
me of calomel.” That allusion 
escaped me and he went on to 
say that, until some decades 
ago, calomel was widely used 
as a cathartic and was in 
every family’s medicine cabi­ 
net. 
It did its work well but those 
who used it too often, it was 
discovered, might lose all their 
teeth before they were 30, due 
to the accumulation of mer­ 
cury in their systems. Today, 
calomel's main use is as an 
insecticide. 
And my own dentist, though 
he leans toward the majority 
in this dispute, tells me of an 
experience of his own. In a 
Southern community, the river 
had a very high fluoride con­ 
tent, and the three children of 
this particular family were 
warned never to drink any­ 
thing but bottled water. 


WHEN THE FAMILY moved 
here and he became their den­ 
tist, he found two of the chil­ 
dren had good teeth, but the 
third lad’s enamel was badly 
eroded. Puzzled, he questioned 
the youngster and discovered 
the boy hadn't liked the taste 
of the bottled water and se­ 
cretly used to quench his thirst 
from the faucet. 
Now 1 have no medical pre­ 
tensions, but I think there is 
a common sense solution. By 
all means, let those who want 
their children to get the un­ 
doubted benefits of fluoridation 
use any of the many tooth­ 
pastes 
that 
have 
been 
so 
treated — and use it them­ 
selves, if they wish. 
And don't tell me there are 
families so poor they can’t 
afford toothpaste. If there are 
such, let’s use a few of the 
millions appropriated for the 
anti-poverty program to buy 
them some. Or. if that is un­ 
thinkable, I d evon be willing 
to be taxed additionally to 
provide for them. 


BUT WHY COMPEL those | 
who have doubts — stupidly 
or wisely — to drink fluoridat­ 
ed water? If bad teeth were 
a 
communicable 
disease, 
I 
could see some justification 
for 
the 
frantic commissars 
who demand compulsion. 
But the teeth involved are 
our own and we ought to be 
allowed to do as we see fit 
with them. Or is Big Brother 
going to take away this almost 
last freedom we have, in the 
sacred 
name of the Great 
Society?

We can sym­ 
pathize with everyone who has 
to go through the annual ritual 
of paying tribute to the gods 
in Washington.

Birth Defects Strike 
One In 16, Meet Told 


One child in 16 is born with a 
significant, and often prevent­ 
able, birth defect, Dr. Virginia 
Apgar, birth defects specialist 
for the March of Dimes, told 
the Marin County chapter at its 
annual dinner last night at Dom­ 
inic's Harbor Restaurant in San 
Rafael. 
Almost all significant birth de­ 
fects develop in the first three 
months of pregnancy, she noted. 
Specific vaccinations can pre­ 
vent some causes of birth de­ 
fects, as can close attention to 
the mother’s diet. 
Dr. Apgar noted that in pregn- 


ancy, an excess of vitimins can 
be as dangerous as an inadequ­ 
ate amount. She said that too 
much radiation, even from X- 
rays given long before the moth­ 
er gets pregnant, can cause de­ 
fects. 


Five or six specific defects 
can be fairly accurately predict­ 
ed for the child of a particular 
couple, even before they are 
married, she said, and added 
that a close look at the medical 
history of the two families of 
the baby’s parents should pre- 


ceed the couple’s decision to 
have a child. 
Research into birth defects, 
and early diagnosis and treat­ 
ment for children with birth de­ 
fects, has been the major goal 
of the March of Dimes since 
1958. Dr. Apgar estimated that 
the foundation has spent 24 mil­ 
lion dollars in this field of re­ 
search since 1958. 
She said that a third birth de­ 
fect center, in addition to those 
in Oakland and San Francisco, 
is being planned for the Bay 
Area. 
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The most plentiful source of 
silver, almost from the begin­ 
ning of its history, has been 
galena, the lead ore which usu­ 
ally, though not invariably, con­ 
tains a small proportion of the 
more precious metal.

The worn violin—its battered 
leather case with rusty hinges 
testifying to a life of hard 
knocks—was among musical in­ 
struments collected by Sherman 
Clay and Co. music store in San 
Rafael for donation to inmate 
music classes at San Quentin. 


Margo Margossion, operator of 
the store, said an unidentified 
woman brought in the violin and 
a guitar after reading in the In- 
dependent-Joumal of the drive 
to collect instruments for the

A metal tag, of the kind used 
by prisons to mark inmates’ 
property, was attached to the 
inside of the case. It bore the 
number 54537. A search of pris­ 
on records brought its history to 
light. 


According to Gene E. Short, 
who teaches music at the pris­ 
on, the violin will have the dis­ 
tinction of being the only one in 
the place.

WASHINGTON — The federal 
government has started a crash 
desegregation program to force 
all hospitals to comply with the 
non-discriminatory 
regulations 
of the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 


The program is being master-

John W. Gardner, who said rec­ 
ently that no Medicare or other 
federal medical payments will 
go to hospitals that discriminate 
between 
w h i t e 
and 
Negro 
patients, physicians, n u r s e s 
aides and doctors in training. 


The government will insist 
that hospitals offer biracial 
room and ward occupancy, 
and permit physicians of both 
races to use hospital facilities 
for their patients.

They have 
stopped and started a frog’s 
heart 19 times. 
Uncertain of precedents and 
possible challenges, the t h r e e 
biology students announced the 
achievement today. The subject 
of the experiment wasn’t pres­ 
ent. He succumbed in an at­ 
tempt to raise the record to 20. 
Self-styled record holders are 
| Doug Jones, Eric Sluser and 
Dale Anderson. They performed 
the experiment on a leopard 
frog in teacher Larry Lack’s bi­ 
ology class last Friday, over a 
period of two and one-half hours. 
According to Lack, the ex­ 
periment, annually performed in 
high school biology classes, tests 
a frog’s sympathetic and para­ 
sympathetic nervous systems. 
The subject is injected alter­ 
nately with acetylcholine, which 
stops the heart’s action, and 
with adrenalin, which restarts it. 
Lack recalled that his college 


professor said eight times was 
the maximum number of times 
a frog’s heart had been stopped 
and started. Previously at San 
Rafael High, four times was the 
record. 
Now the three sophomores are 
waiting for challenges. 
Said 
Lack: “You have to admit it’s 
different to crowding into tele­ 
phone booths.”

Brown told a convention of 
the California Peace Officers 
Assn. that under new state pro­ 
cedures, prison terms for rob­ 
bery have been increased by 
25 per cent. 
“For assault with a deadly 
weapon, prison terms are up 17 
per cent and for narcotics viola­ 
tions the terms have increased 
by 25 per cent,” Brown said in 
prepared remarks. 
The Adult Authority, Brown 
said, not only keeps convicts in 
prison longer, “ it keeps the 
right people in prison longer” 
through new testing programs.

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N.L. Reveals All-Out Battle In Antitrust Defense 


NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional League has picked up a 
symbolic torch in its battle to 
ieep the Braves in Atlanta and 
instructed league attorneys to 
c^rry the flame all the way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court if nec­ 
essary. 


The torch was picked up by 
National 
League 
President 
Warren Giles, and the league’s 
strategy in the case revealed by 
league attorneys Lou Carroll 


and Bowie Kuhn after a two- 
hour meeting of the 10 club own­ 
ers yesterday. 
Giles said the league will ap­ 
peal all the way to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court if it has to — the 
first team the N. L. has flatly 
stated it intends carrying the 
case that far—and reiterated that 
expansion into Milwaukee could 
not be considered until all ap­ 
peals had been decided. 
“ We are carrying the torch 
for all team sports — pro foot­ 


ball. pro basketball and pro 
hockey — in this fight,” Giles 
said, apparently referring to the 
antitrust facets of the case. 
Giles’ statement was part of 
the league’s answer to the deci­ 
sion handed down last month by 
Circuit Court Judge Elmer Roll­ 
er. who ruled the Braves violat­ 
ed state antitrust statutes in! 
moving the Braves from Mil-; 
waukee to Atlanta. 
Judge Roller, at the same1 


time, ordered the Braves re­ 
turned to Milwaukee by May 18 
unless 
the 
National 
League 
made plans by May 16 to in­ 
clude a Milwaukee franchise by 
1967. It is this decision that the 
National League first will ap­ 
peal to the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court. 


Asked what would be the next 
step if the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court turned down the appeal. 
Carroll said: 


“Then we would seek to go to 
the U.S. Supreme Court.” 


In revealing its strategy, the 
league 
issued 
a 
three-page, 
mimeographed 
press 
release 
which 
reaffirmed 
that 
the 
league will push its case up all 
legal avenues and will not con­ 
sider expansion at this point. 


“ We shall exert every effort 
to obtain review of the judg­ 
ment of the Milwaukee County 
Court and we are confident that 


this judgment will ultimately be 
reversed,” the release said. 
“ Until this situation is cleared 
up by the appellate court of 
highest resort, we cannot con­ 
sider operation in Wisconsin by 
the Braves or by an expansion 
club.” 
The league statement also 
noted that the Braves could not 
be returned to Milwaukee with­ 
out 
violating 
injunctions 
in 
Georgia 
and 
Texas 
courts 
“ which require the National 


League and the Braves to play 
the Braves home games in 
Atlanta.” 
The statement then touched 
on the antitrust facets of the 
case, noting that “ Judge Roll­ 
er’s decision is expressly based 
upon a finding that organized 
baseball, as it now exists, con­ 
stitutes a monopoly and a con­ 
spiracy in direct violation of the 
Wisconsin antitrust laws.” 
And it went on to say: 
“ Notwithstanding 
that find­ 


ing. the decision orders the Na­ 
tional League to return the 
Braves to Milwaukee, presuma­ 
bly on the theory that so long as 
Milwaukee has a team, viola­ 
tions of Wisconsin law will be 
ignored. 
We 
cannot 
accept 
that.” 
In Milwaukee, Steven Keane, 
special counsel for the county, 
said, “ They’ve taken their posi­ 
tion. We’ll do whatever needs to 
be done in regards to that posi­ 
tion.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
fledging Brooklyn Dodgers of 
the Continental Football League 
are looking for a fight — so they 
found a fighter to boss them. 
They are tackling in metro­ 
politan New York the en­ 
trenched Giants of the National 
Football League and the excit­ 
ing Jets of the American Foot­ 
ball League, but they have as 
their general manager Jackie 
Robinson, an outspoken Negro 
leader in civil rights and famed 
for never giving an inch during 
his brilliant baseball career 
with the old Brooklyn Dodgers. 
“We are not kidding ourselves 
as to our problems,” Jackie told 
a press conference yesterday 
when his appointment was an­ 
nounced. 
This is a massive understate­ 
ment. 
The Dodgers will be com­ 
peting for the entertainment 
dollar against the Giants, as­ 
sured of a sellout in 67,000-ca­ 
pacity Yankee Stadium, and the 
Jets, who expect to go into their 
opener in Shea Stadium with an 
advance sale of 50,000 tickets 
against a capacity of 60.000. 
And the Dodgers have yet to 
find a coach or a stadium or 
recruit a team. In fact, they 
received their franchise only 
last Saturday. 
The Jets have exclusive foot­ 
ball rights to Shea Stadium un­ 
less t hey waive them. The 
Dodgers hope they can be so 
persuaded, 
but 
this 
seems 
doubtful. Failing that, the new 
pro football team in the league 
(considered tops in the minors 
will probably wind up in Ran­ 
dall's Island, a 20,000-capacity 
* stadium in the East River not 
noted for its accessibility. 
Robinson, who expects to go 
on with his civil rights work 


with New York Gov. Rockefeller 
as well as retain his banking 
and other business interests, 
promised that the coach when 
found will be the best available. 


Although best known as a 
baseball player, and a member 
already of the exclusive Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y., 
Robinson was one of the great­ 
est all-around athletes of 25 
years ago, and at UCLA was 
more famous as a football and 
basketball star than in baseball. 
He was also national champion 
in the broad jump and a first 
rate tennis player. 


Robinson is the first Negro to 


become general manager of a 
top flight integrated profession­ 
al team. His appointment comes 
a week after Bill Russell, also a 
Negro, was named as coach of 
the Boston Celtics of the Nation­ 
al Basketball Association. 


The new Dodgers have solid 
financial backing. Jerry Jacobs, 
president of the club and also 
president of the Boston Tea Co., 
said Robinson was chosen be­ 
cause he was “a key executive, 
represented the Brooklyn Dodg­ 
er image, and was a fighter.” 


The Dodgers will play in the 
Eastern Division of the league 
along with Philadelphia, Hart- 


ford, Norfolk and Toronto. In 
the Western Division are Mon­ 
treal, Richmond, Wheeling, Or­ 
lando 
and 
Charleston. 
The 
league starts its second year in 
August. 


Robinson has dreams for the 
future. 


“We want to build a stadium 
in Brooklyn for both football 
and baseball, and we want to 
bring back major league base­ 
ball in future expansion plans,” 
said Robinson. “We hope w? 
can build this with 30,000 capac­ 
ity in 1967 and make it 55,000 if 
convicted to baseball.”
